or toerioan) frith the result tbst half of the people irho knew hor, 
foere convinced that she is a Soviet fpy* 

Subjeot sdvlisd, hovever, that ^e did not entirely diaoount 
the i^ssibility RX^PSE have aorked ^iet or Osns&n intelli^ 
gonot at one time sinoa she eeeaed to have bobb Itnouledtte of their 
operationa snd taohnlgueo* She also reoalled that on one or tifo ooocsione 
KXRQDSB bed exhibited som eort of paper lesucd by the nsbaisie reldpolesei, 
the Oerasn Ssoret Folloei at thioh tl»e XIRODSE olelaed to hove sobs 
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conneotlon tlth tbiB orgenisGtion* KIKODSS cleo sdded thdt gI^ 
to Berlin in 19 li 3 «t obout the tine the State of OaorglA ittn cnrerrun 
by the O^rmene* Subjeot smdn net KIKDD^ at UKHBA University in itmiohi

Subject eteted this university nas a mooting pXeee for foreigners in

Subjeot adrlsed that RIRODSE was a mfantsBtle liar, preferr- 
ing to lie ehen the truth v?^d serve Just as mall* Mis mas ertreaely 
gref^rious end talked a constent stream*** Subject felt that this trait 
DluD her instability and her habit of eceistont lying mould preolude 
the nossibility of subjeot's being enrseed in espionage at the present 
time* 



Subjeot raoalled that KltOOl^ clolmed sotfieone had attempted 
to polaon her onrrorimcitcly during the euamer of 1^149* Kouever, sdbjeot 
believed EIKODSB nos lying and could not furnish any further detolls* 

In her simsaary eonoerning IdKODSE, subjeot oontinued as

In his own bsd| striking rumors of suicide* story then describes
